The Legislature will beclose, anti Its political 
complexion Is as yet unknown.

::0,00o majority. 
'flic New York papers all regard the result 
of the Ohio election as an em phatic expres­ 
sion of the people against currency inflation. 
The President and family left Chicago last 
night for Washington. 
By the falling of the walls of a building in 
81. Louis yesterday a number of people were 
killed and m any wounded. 
The Black Hills Expedition, under the com­ 
m and of Col. R. J. I>odgc, Is expected to ar­ 
rive a t Fort Laramie on the loth lust. 
At Sucker Flat, yesterday, S. O. Gunning, 
Foreman of the Excelsior Mining Company, 
was caved on and badly injured. 
The 8oldlers'Reunion to take place at In­ 
dianapolis to-day and to-morrow will be 
largely attended. 
In Cincinnati, yesterday, a nogro named 
Wlrtle attacked another negro nam ed Mooro 
for voting the Democratic ticket. Moore re­ 
turned the Are and Wirtie was killed. 
On Tuesday Nebraska held a State election 
for a new Constitution, three .Supreme Judges 
and a Board of Regents for the State Univer­ 
sity. The Constitution was adopted and the 
Republican candidates elected by about 5,000 
majority. 
In Sau Francisco, yesterday, iu a suit 
brought by Mrs. Cadiz against the Central 
Pacific Railroad Company for $5,000 damages 
for Injuries sustained by falling down a flight 
of at^irs, a nonsuit was granted and the jury 
diaaiiargwd. 
On Tuesday evening in San Francisco Gen­ 
eral Sheridan met. and spent a n hour with 
the veterans of the California One Hundred.

The 
rich and the poor are living within 
their means, and confining their ex­ 
penditures to the actual necessaries of 
life. This needed reform will do more 
than anything else to bring about a 
healthy state of affairs, though it may 
for a time lessen the business of the 
country. 
When the wheels of com­ 
merce are again fairly in motion it 
will be upon a substantial basis. 


T h e Visalia Delict asks: 
“ When a 
gentleman with four or live hundred 
dollars in hand allows himself to be 
sued for a suiall bill, the correctness 
of which is undisputed, or who sends 


ilia family East on money belonging 
to his partners, there is ground, we 
think, to suspicion his honest inten­ 
tions.” If these conclusions came in 
the shape of a question, we should 
answer them all in theaffirm ativeand 
then submit the query:

Ohio Democratic Defeat. 


I t seems that the invention of paper 
money is due to a Tartar. 
The great 
traveler, M a r c o P olo, five centuries 
ago described the money which the 
tirand K han issued. Bits of paper 
manufactured from the mulberry bark 
and stamped with the royal seal were 
the currency of the realm. The Khan, 
however, has a method of preventing 
any depreciation of this currency. It 
is not only a legal tender, but whoever 
refuses it is considered guilty of high 
treason and speedily feels the heads­ 
m an's axe. 
Who will now deny the 
merits of paper money? 


T h e civil war in America destroyed 
the navies of the world, and directed 
the attention of mankind into a new 
channel. 
England, depending upon 
her empire over the seas, quickly rec­ 
ognized the necessity of a reconstruc­ 
tion of her fleets. 
She has gone on 
perfecting the new system of naval 
architecture, resolving to carry the 
new principle to its ft nal consequences. 
The science of gunnery has also ne­ 
cessarily kept pace with naval archi­ 
tecture, and while a t the close of our 
contest it was thought the steel plated 
turret monitor was impregnable, the 
world must now recognize the fact 
th a t guns can be constructed of sufli- 
cient power to sink them as easily as 
the old smooth-bore sent the old fash­ 
ioned wooden frigate to the bottom. A 
gun has just been completed at Wool­ 
wich, England, which far exceeds in 
size and power auy ever constructed. 
The monster weighs eighty-one tons, 
is thirty-three feet in length, has a 
bore sixteen inches in diameter, and 
throws a solid shot weighing 1,300 
pounds a distance of seven or eight 
miles, a full charge of powder being 
250 to 300 pounds. 
The gun and car­ 
riage together weigh 120 tons. 
It is 
expected that the shot can pierce IS to 
20 inches of iron plating. 
It is calcu­ 
lated this gun is able to send a pro 
jectilew ith as m u ’h force as could be 
com m unicated by 7,000 horse-power 
engines to the largest ram in the Brit­ 
ish navy. 


The Democracy of Ohio have doubt­ 
less met with an overwhelm ing de­ 
feat. 
The most popular m an in Ohio 
running as the candidate of the party 
which is unquestionably numerically 
the strongest in the Buck-eye State, 
has been beaten, and it is equally cer­ 
tain th at this defeat was due to the 
false financia 1 plank In the Democrat­ 
ic platform advocating inflation. This 
result was not unexpected, and, strange 
as it m ay seem, was ardently pesired by 
the mass of 
the Democratic party 
th rouglioutthe United States. I t is uu- 
fortunately true th at a general welfare 
of the Democracy in the coming cam­ 
paign could only be insured by the 
sacrifice of one of its hitherto great 
champions, and of an over whelming 
defeat in one of the greatest States of 
the Union. The verdict of the Ohio 
suftragers, and the disposal of ALLEN, 
removes a bone of contention that 
threatened a division 
of the entire 
Democratic party 
of the country. 
There will be none so bold now as to 
advocate inflation. 
Ohio was itsgreat 
stronghold, and if it failed there it 
cannot possibly be successful in a sin­ 
gle State of the Union. 
Beyond all 
question the Democracy will now te­ 
naciously adhere to a currency basis 
upon gold and silver. 
The Ohio de­ 
feat will therefore prove a victory in 
the end, and the loss of old uncle W i l ­ 


l i a m 
A l l e n 
a 
substantial 
gain. 
There is a lesson too in this result 
that the true lover of his country inde­ 
pendent of party issues cannot fail to 
view w ith interest. 
Principles have 
trium phed at the ballot box. Tbo 
people liave freed themselves from par­ 
ty influence, aud cast their ballots for 
w hat they regarded as the true tenets 
to be maintained. The most bitter en­ 
emy of Republican institutions must 
see in this repudiation of the inflation 
theory a striking proof of the wisdom 
and virtue of the masses. 
In a most 
delicate position, where it m ight have 
been plausibly argued that tlie success 
of the Democratic party was of more 
consequence th an the defeat of a bad 
principle dragged into a S tate plat­ 
form and wholly irrelevant; and on a 
question which is the most abstruse 
th at can possibly come before a peo­ 
ple, Ohio has acted as became that 
commonwealth, and as was hoped by 
the best and ablest men in the land. 
Let this be a solem n w arning to the 
Democracy. L et it impress upon the 
leaders of the party that is looked up 
to as the only one to guide the nation 
out of its present misfortunes, that 
the American public cannot be im ­ 
posed upon by political tricksters, and 
that principles and not men will gain 
their allegiance; th a t the better ele­ 
ments of this country will not follow 
blindly the lead of auy of the “ war 
horses,” and th a t the masses are not 
only sufficiently informed as to their 
true interests hut even more intelli­ 
gent than ni03t of the political “ hacks” 
who are endeavoring to guide them.

I suppose that inqury stiuck the eye of 
some friend of the college, who is unknow n 
to m e, but who has favored me with several 
copies of the ollege paper calleil 


TH E IN D U ST R IA LIST. 
I clip and send you an article descriptive 
of the workings of tlie institution, as a proof 
that there is at least one live, industrial col­ 
lege within the spirit of the grant made by 
Congress. The article is as follows: 
Every sem¡-occasionally the uniqueness of 
this Institution «trines even our stolidity a 
quick blow that m akes one wonder at "tlie 
whole performance. And this is more fre­ 
quently tlie case since the removal of the v a­ 
rious industrials to the Mechanical building. 
Before, they were scattered in different build­ 
ings; now t hey are side by sido a n d e a n be 
seen In five minutes. In tlie literary depart­ 
m ent there are only two things that would 
lead the ordinary collegian tnsuspect that lie 
was not in tlie usual classical college. 
The first la the practical drift o f all tlie 
recitations. In tlie English rooms tlie class, 
es are drilled more in every-day English,and 
less In the blue ethereal of celestial poetry, 
than is customary. In th e m athem atical 
rooms th e problems are rather those of the 
farm Nliop and store than of the astronomical 
observatory or author's study. The book­ 
keeping and industrial drawing have a de­ 
cidedly more practical trend than calculus 
or water-colored “ art.” In the botanical and 
entomological room plants and insects are 
considered with reference to their usefulness 
rather than as pre-ndamitlc curiosities. In 
the chemical and physical laboratories the 
practice in tlie use of tlie apparatus prepares 
pupils for such applications of tlie facis of 
these sciences as m ay he expedient to their 
subsequent lives. 
But the thing which puzzles the old colleg­ 
ian the most is found in the rooms of Practi­ 
cal Agriculture and Practical Horticulture. 
Instruction in th e a rt of farm ing instead of 
the art of Greek poetry seems queer to him. 
Studying Shorthorns, Devons and Jerseys; 
discussing Berkshlrcs and Essex; debating 
lie merits of different kinds of plows and the 
best modes of plowing, somehow seems sin­ 
gular to him in college. Ami when he hears 
another class going through Horticulture, 
varieties, grafting, m arketing,etc., or vegeta­ 
ble gardeningfoi profit, or landscape garden­ 
ing on common sense principies, lie strongly 
Inclines to the suspicion th at there is more 
attention paid 
in this Institution to tlie 
training ef farmers th an of lawyers, which 
naturally raises a doubt w hether tt is all 
proper for an industrial college to attem pt to 
give an Industrial education w ithout going 
over exactly the sam e studies, in precisely 
the same w ay ,th at professional colleges have 
used forcenlHries in giving a professional ed­ 
ucation. 
An hour with a class of young ladies who 
are studying the best m ethods of making 
butter, cheese, etc , is apt to convince him 
that, whatever m ay lie lits doubts, tlie a u ­ 
thorities of this Institution are decidedly free 
from sim ilar ones, and are driving ahead 
Just as lfth cy knew w hat they are about, be­ 
ing, in fact, appointed or einploved with the 
express understanding that they shall know 
what they are about! 
But wlicii tlie visltorjsees the pupils inter­ 
changing Industrial with the literary recita­ 
tions, his old ideas are ap t to give way a lit­ 
tle for ttie admission of new ones. 
In the carpenter shop ho finds y o A g meii 
whom he flrstnoticed In a reeitat'iofT of Bot­ 
any or Chemistry, ‘¡reciting” carpentry with 
a jack p la n e a ra rip saw,Just as steadily, in­ 
terestedly and profitably as they recitad the 
others. Each has Ids own bench and tools, 
and the recitation of each is graded precisely 
as In tlie literary departments. Some are 
m aking tables, others wheel-barrows, anoth­ 
er iaat the turning lathe,an d. In the same 
long room, young ladles are at the scroll-saw 
me king brackets. 
U pstairs,in a large p rlntirg office, the 
study ol printing is going on in th e same 
practical way. Home are learning t lie boxes, 
others setting reprint, and still other* aro at 
work on perhaps this m anuscript,or running 
the Industrialist through the press, or getting 
out a circular fur the Loan Commissioner 
stating that lie 1* buying school bunds at tlie 
highest m arket rates. 
In the next m om , what seems to be several 


classes reclleking away on telegraph instru­ 
ments, or sending or receiving messages, or 
vigorously culling or adow n-tow n ofllce.' 
In th e next room , the sewing machines, 
patterns, capes,drawing boards and scissor* 
m ake one think that by some mistake he lias 
got Into tlie work-sliop of a dress-making es­ 
tablishment. Sucli is the act, but there is no 
mistake. It Is business and means business 
rigtit along—only the girls are studying dress 
m aking instead of working for the profit of 
an employer. 
In the next rooms are the pianos, guitars 
and organs, which bring one back to “female 
College” memories once more, ami which sug­ 
gest tlie fact th at there is nothing In the Con­ 
stitution of th e United Htates or tlie laws of 
Kalitas 
preventing the Industrial classes 
from huvlngtall the em ploym ent mid “ ac­ 
com plishm ents” that, have been conceded to 
the butterfly classes. 
But, as we said at the outset, every now mid 
then th e tinusuulness and queerness of the 
whole tiling comes over us like a gust of cold 
air iu a tiot day. It is so iinlikethe “ college” 
life w ith which most are familiar. 
As a boy 
we should have seized upon such opportuni­ 
ties with the sam e avidity that wo did on 
gumesof foot-ball and a chance for a serenad­ 
ing party. As a m an, the practical benefit 
which such an education as t his will be to 
tlie one hundred and forty-six students now 
present, when they are culled to the discharge 
of the stern duties of real life, seems every 
day to be greater—and we wish we “ were a 
boy again," ju s t to substitute Its thorough 
drill for that blessed old drill In Horace and 
l ’luto, bird-track 
geology and “ abstract” 
m athematics. It is a good plan to “ educate” 
a boy so that when heboeomes a m an, and is 
thrown from tin- com m encem ent platform of 
real life, like a kitten from atable, lio can 
"fall on his feet.” It ts easier for h im to sto > 
th a t way than on his back, and he can start 
on tlie limit of new quarters sooner. 
The problem, “ w hat shall we do with our 
boys” will be solved w hen boys are trained 
after the m anner indicated by tlie above. It 
seems criminal th a t the "compliment to our 
common school system,” —Tho State University 
does not set the exam ple and observe the 
spirit of the Congressional grnntand liinkl in­ 
dustrial education respectable.

We find the following notice of one 
of the latest Los Angeles bankrupt, in 
tho San Francisco Bulletin'.

Frankel, a resident of Los Angeles 
county, filed a petition in bankruptcy, 
which stated that he was unable to 
pay his debts but th at he

to surrender all his estate and effects 
for the benefit of his creditors.

States Court appointed Micliuel H. 
Myers assignee of his estate, and all 
his bankruptcy property M as transferr­ 
ed to him. This M'as subsequently 
sold by the assignee at private sale, 
realizing the sum of $9,700. 
Yester­ 
day J. H. Steinliart, filed a petition to 
have these proceedings vacated. The 
petitioner sets forth that when Frank- 
el filed his petition and for a long t ime 
previously, he M'as of unsound mind, 
and incapable of m anaging his busi­ 
ness affairs; and when lie tiled the pe­ 
tition lie tiad not sufficient intelli­ 
gence about his affairs toknow wheth­ 
er he Mas a bankrupt or not; nor did 
lie know w hat the petition contained 
or for wliatpurpose it M'as filed. Stein- 
hart avers th at Frankel Mas not a 
bankrupt, and that the property sold 
by the assignee M’as worth $20,001),gold 
coin, while the debts against the es­ 
tate only amounted to $10,000.

the 25th of September Frankel 
M as 
adjudged by the County Court of Los 
Angeles to be insane. The same day 
the Court appointed Steinhart guard­ 
ian of the person of Frankel. Upou
